Crops battered 
by hailstorms 


A vicious hailstorm with 
wind velocity estimated at 
60 miles per hour devasta~ 
ted crops and gardens for 
an area roughly six square 
miles around Morinville on 
August 3, For some district 
farmers it was the second 
consecutive year they have 
been hailed out, 

Reports of crop damage 
from 25 per cent - 100 per 
cent have come in from many 
parts of the MD, Hardest 
hit were Legal, Morinville, 
Gibbons and Namao dis- 
tricts, The storm sliced a 
swath about seven miles 
wide from south of Picard- 
ville, east past Legal, south 
through Morinville district 
and parts of Namao and 
veering west to Stony Plain, 

Hailstones the size of golf 


balls were followed by a 


‘driving downpour of rain 


for a 25-minute period, 
which in Morinville broke 
windows and trees, flooded 
basements and caused ex- 
tensive damage to mobile 
homes in the trailer court, 
Some estimates are as high 
as three inches of rain in 
less than half an hour, 

On Saturday another hail- 
storm hit the Egg Lake and 
Mearns districts before tur- 
ning eastward to Waugh and 
Fort Saskatchewan, causing 
further extensive damage, 

Weather forecasters are 
predicting erratic  hail- 
storms in north central Al- 
berta until about August 23, 
when the pattern should 
change, bring cooler and 
more stable weather.

And I trust that Mr. Hen- 
derson is aware of what 
has been written between 
the phrases “Mr, Hender- 
son says,"’ that seem to 
re-occur in just about every 
third paragraph. 

I can point out only a few 
of the many mis-statements 
made, since it would take 
as much print as published 
in the magazine, and 10 
times as many pictures, to 
point out all of them, 

For example, I shall re- 
fer to a statement that could 
not possibly be further re- 
moved from the truth, 
occurring on page 9, which 
says: 

“Within the 14,000sq mi. 
of foothills area there are 
now 100 of] and gas wells, 
three gas plants, five coal 
mines, 12 quarries and one 
palpmill, which TOGETHER 
OCCUPY LESS THAN $3 
SQ -MILES, exclusive of 
roads and pipeline right- 
of-ways."’ 

The facts are: 

a) The Hinton Pulpmill 
alone occupies a total lease 
area of 6,300 sq miles, most 
of it in the foothills, of which 
171.46 sq mi had already 
been desolated by clearcut- 
ting at the end of 1969. It 
must be assumed that in 
the meantime the clearcut 
area has increased to about 
200 sq miles. 

b) The Grande Prairie 
Pulpmill just received cut- 
ting rights for approx, 5,300 
$q. miles, of which probably 
at least 2,000 sq mi. are in 
the foothills 

c) Plans were invited, and 
have now been received by 
the government, for the est- 
ablishment of a third pulp- 
mill, at Rocky Mountain 
House, to “harvest the las* 
major stand of softwood in 
Central Alberta.”’ Ki must 
be assumed that this pulp- 
mill will as well be given 
cutting rights to about 5,000 
$q. mi, within the Bow and 


Clearwater Forest Re- 
serves 

But this is not all 

a) About 287 sq mi of 


the Willmore Wilderness 
Park was deleted to accom- 
modate the exploration and 
mining operations of Mcin- 
tyre Porcupine Mines alone 

e) Some 20 sq mi. of the 
choicest natural piece af 
environmental real estate 
is about to be floaded by the 
Bighorn Dam in the Koote- 
nav Plains area of the foat- 
hills, this in spite of loud 
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protests by many sports- 
men and conservationists 
when plans were announced 
a few years ago, 

f) The terrible 
created by the Brazeau Dam 
Reservoir, originally, about 
16 sq mi, in size has re- 
cently been increased to 
about twice that size, 

Even not counting gas 
wells, oil wells, gasplants, 
other coal mines, and the 
omitted dry holes and hun- 
dreds of miles of cutlines 
that are necessary for 
creating each well, anybody 
ean see that the foothills 
area occupied by a few ex- 
ploiting industries is more 
than three sq. miles. 

Maybe those responsible 
for such obviously false fig- 
ure should be excused for 
not being able to count past

ment at present permits 
treating with the compound, 
to use up existing stocks, 
before the FEDERAL gov- 
ernment ban on use of the 
product becomes effective 
in 1972, 

One last example of dis- 
tortion of truth (Om page 
21; ‘Resource company 
roads . . . must be built 
to certain standards to pre« 
vent erosion,’’) 

Facts’ are, whatever the 
‘‘standards’’ are, there is 
hardly a mile of the many 
hundreds of resource roads 


in the province that is FREE 
OF EXCESSIVE EROSION, 
If the road itself is not 
washed out, then the ditches 
alongside it are. Culverts 


placed where roads cross 


creeks are in most instan- 
ces too small, and wash out 
two or three times a year, 
if they are being replaced. 

Even the department of 
highways has set a rather 
bad example of ‘‘standard’’ 
with the Grande Prairie 
highway, Ditch and road em- 
bankment erosion and wash- 
outs are practically contin- 
uous for 90 miles both side 
of the highway, some ditch 
wash outs being up to five 
feet in depth. 

There seems to be no end 
to the misrepresentation of 
true environmental condi- 
tions in Alberta inthis elec- 


tion issue, 

There are stripmine pic- 
tures from the U.S, A, say- 
ing that this will not happen 
here. Why not say that it 
has already happened? Why 
not picture instead the strip- 
mine at Luscar or the abane 
doned mines at Coal Valley? 
Why not show the stripmined 
land on the opposite side of 
the road from where the 
picture on Page 11 was taken 
at Forestburg? Also on Page 
11 the conditions under 
which Cardinal River Coal 
is supposed to operate and

To drive past flelds laid desolate by hail - like those in 
the Morinville district - is to feel a heavy hand on the 
heart, for anyone who has grown up on the prairies, 
Where stood healthy fields of grain, not a blade re- 
mains, Nothing is left, not even feed, after a hard 
season’s work, and a musty smell of rot taints the air. 


And behind the impact of that dreadful scene is the 
chilling knowledge of what bad crop losses can mean, 
not only for the farmer, but for all the people in the 
district, Lack of money in the farmers’ pockets starts 
a chain reaction that hurts us all, 


Crop insurance has not provided the answer and no 
revisions were made to the insurance scheme this 
year. Progressive Conservative MLA Hugh Horner 
in the legislature pressed for changes to allow in- 
dividual fields to be insured, rather than the total 
farm, which may be scattered over a number of areas, 
But to no avail. 


Dr, Horner’s suggestion that we need a disaster act in 
Alberta, so that measures could be promptly taken in 
any area hit by storms, floods, serious insect infesta- 
tion etcetera has considerable merit as well. In Viking 
area there are farmers still waiting for help promised 
after storm devastation last year, 


Farmers are simply not in a position to absorb such 
disasters - sometimes repeated several times over a 
period of years. They do not have the income to protect 
themselves from these kinds of losses, which also 
affect all the small businessmen in their areas. And 
the answer is not huge corporate farms and the further 
erosion of healthy family farms and small centres, 


Repayable loans are not the ansver either, Rightly 
or wrongly the giant companies who come in to mine 
coal, build pulp plants, extract oll and gas are given 
a variety of incentives and tax concessions, These 
people are well able to look after themselves, 


The farmers, whose industry is equally vital to Alberta, 
receive less concrete aid than the big international 


corporations, Surely Alberta should press on with a 
disaster act,

Herald, August 6th: 


Housing Policy 


Social Credit’s election promise to provide $1,000 
“‘once-only’’ cash grants for home purchase to families 
with a combined income of less than $15,000 a year Is 
bad public policy and should be rejected, 

Politically, the idea may be superficially attractive, 
but as Premier Strom pledges giveaways of this magni- 
tude, he betrays as well his nervousness as he approaches 
his first test of leadership at the polls on August 30, 

The pathetically few explanatory words with which 
the premier surrounded this notion relied almost exclu- 
sively on a statistically unjustified assertion that hous- 
ing prices in Alberta have risen, 

Of course they have, But so have wages and salaries, 
According to Statistics Canada, the average weekly 
wage in Alberta during 1970 was just a few dollars 
less than $7,000 in annual terms, So the premier is 
telling us that housing costs have become so outrageous 
under a Social Credit government that the vast majority 
of families, including men and working wives, are entitled 
to direct cash subsidy. 

The proposition is unbelievable, Let the premier 
prove it, with facts and figures, if he can, If the asser- 
tion is even partially true, then obviously the question 


of residential construction costs must be answered at* 


its roots -- the cash subsidies would merely be absorbed 
by builders whose costs are already too high. 

In Alberta, the premier is indirectly telling people 
already comfortably installed in their own homes, and the 
people who rent as a matter of choice, that their tax 
money is to be used as a selective subsidy to other 
persons whose individual goals are different. 

Finally, by setting the income maximum so high, the 
premier dilutes the quantity and quality of assistance 
available for the genuinely low income people of the 
province, who constitute a segment of the population 
with well-documented housing difficulties which the 
government has done relatively little to solve, 

All things considered, it must be said that the 
premier has wildly over-reacted to a problem con- 
siderably over-stated. The cost will be a grant and the 
social benefit small. 

In fact, Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation 
figures released just yesterday indicate an actual 
modest decline during 1970 in the cost per square foot 
of building an average bungalow, This seems to be the 
result of a soundly-concelved federal program which 
rewards builders who adopt cost-saving techniques,

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Wild rivers studied 
in the Yukon 


Wild rivers in northwest-! 
ern Canada will be studied 
this summer to document, 
their natural values and re- 
creational potential, Jean: 
Chretien, minister of Indian 
Affairs and Northern devel- 
opment announced, 

The three-and-one-half- 
month study, a pilot pro- 
ject of the department’s 
National and Historic 
Parks Branch, is being con- 
centrated on about 20 major, 
wild rivers in the Yukon 
Territory. If time permits 
the study may extend to 
some rivers in the Macken- 
zie District of the North- 
west Territories, The term 
“wild’’ refers to a river 
which is still in its natural 
state and has not been alter- 
ed by dams, diversions, 
water deterioration or other 
man-caused changes. 

Purpose of the study, 
which got underway June 1, 
is to ensure that future allo- 
cation of the resources of 
these rivers is made with 
the full knowledge of their 
total recreational potential 
and natural significance, 
Preliminary hydro-electric 
studies have been completed 
on some of them by the 
Northern Economic Devel- 
opment Branch of the De- 
partment. 

The survey is being car- 
ried out by 16 university 
students who are canoeing 
the waterways and documen- 
ting their condition, recrea-

clude many of the poisonous 
plants will be the ones to 
carry the grazing load on 
native pastures that are 
grazed before they are ready 
for use, 

There is also a danger of 
animals eating poisonous 
plants when they are moved 
from one pasture to another. 
The move disturbs their 
grazing habits and they will 
often eat plants which they 
would refuse in their home 
pasture simply because they 
are easily accessible, 

Livestock losses from 
poisonous plants often in- 
crease during a drought. 
The lack of feed forces the 
animals to eat any plant 
that is available. Also, cer- 
tain poisonous plants are 
more abundant’ in some 
years than others, In the 
latter case, the stock should 
be removed from infested 
areas during the growing 
season of the plants, 

Pasture management is 
the only form of poisonous 
plant control that is widely 
practiced in Western Can- 
ada. However, water hem- 
lock and tall larkspur have 
been eliminated on some 


ing specific areas for spring 
pasture is usually economi- 
cal, 

Only a limited amount of 
work has been done to date 
on controlling poisonous 
plants with herbicides. Be- 
cause the native swad is a 
complex mixture of forages 
and weeds, and because 
many herbs and shrubs are 
valuable forage plants, 
spraying to control poison- 
ous plants shouldbe restric- 
ted to areas of the pasture 
that are known to be infest- 
ed with these species. Che- 
mical applications that are 
heavy enough to kill pas- 
ture weeds will affect the 
seed setting of native gras- 
ses and reduce the numbers 
of some palatable broad- 
leafed plants. 

Although poisonous plants 
are to be found in every 
ranching district in Alber- 
ta, few of them cause more 
than the occasional death in 
livestock except for western 
water hemlock, death cam- 
as, arrow-grass and tall 
larkspur.

trouble, Because ofthe pull- 
ing action of their grazing, 
cattle are more likely to be 
poisoned by water hemlock 
than other livestock, How- 
ever, all types are suscep- 
tible. 
DEATH CAMAS 

This plant is a member 
of the lily family, Growing 
eight to 16 inches tall, it is 
a slender perennial herb 
with smooth yellowish 
green, grass-like leaves, It 
has many creamy-yellow 
lily-like flowers. Death 
camas reaches grazing 
height early in the spring 
before most of the grasses, 
Its usual habitat is upland 
draws and depressions, All 
parts of the plant are pois- 
onous, especially the bulbs. 
Hence, it is particularly 
dangerous when the soil is 
wet and the bulbs are easily 
pulled out by cattle, Seeds 
are formed during the latter 
art of June and early July, 
after which the plants 
quickly die back and disapp- 
ear. Although cattle are 
sometimes poisoned in the 
early spring before green 
grass is available, it is 
sheep that are most fre- 
quently poisoned, 

ARROW -GRASS 
Arrow-grass is an erect 
rush-like, or grass-like 
perennial marsh herb that 
grows six to 30 inches tall, 
The flowers are small and 
greenish in color, They 
cluster along spike-like 
flower stalks, The seed pods 
are three-sided and about 
1/4 of an inch long. This 
plant is common in salt 
marshes and alkaline 
sloughs, It grows in rushes, 
sedges and slough grasses, 
Both the green forage and 
the hay are toxic, but the 
hay gradually loses its tox- 
icity, Cattle are most often 
poisoned by arrow-grass, 
but sheep are also suscep- 
tible, 
Anyone who suspects that 

he may have any of these 


poisonous plants can get a | 


definite identification by 


contacting the district agri- 
culturist at Morinville.

ing early June these beetles 
emerge and immediately 
seek out such plants as pot- 
atoes, tomatoes, etc. They 
feed on the tender leaves 
and lay eggs, normally on 
the underside of the leaves. 
From these eggs larvae app- 
ear (hatched) and these lar- 
vae, having large appetites, 
feed hungrily on the host 
plant, 

This cycle can be repeat- 
ed in some years, 

With regard to identifi- 
cation, the adult beetle is 
about three-eighths of an 
inch long, yellowish incolor 
and has black stripes on the 
back, The larvae are about 
three quarters of an inch 
long, are reddish orange in 
color and have black dots 
on the main body, 

Control measures in gar- 
dens are accomplished by 
the application of diazinon 
or rotenone dust, Other sim- 
{lar chemicals are also used 
In flelds, guthion is normally 
sprayed on to control the 
infestation, It should be 
noted that these beetles can 
build up a resistance to in- 
secticides,

TALL LARKSPUR 

This plant is a member 
of the buttercup family. It 
is a tall stately perennial 
which grows from two to 
six feet tall, The leaves are 
toothed, deeply cleft inthree 
to five main lobes. The flow- 
ers are pale blue to pur- 
plish and have a characters 
istic spur, It is common in 
the foot hills of the Rocky 
Mountains and grows in 
moist draws and on hill- 
sides at higher elevations, 

According to Dr. G R, 
Whenham, head of the field 
services branch of the Alb- 
erta veterinary services 
division, symptoms of pois- 
oning from the above plants 
usually include excessive 
salivation, nausea, stagger~ 
ing and convulsions, He says 
‘that medical treatment is 
ineffective in most cases 
because the antidote can 
rarely be administered in 
time,
